Tax Sharing Idea Gains Support 


Rep. Melvin Laird of Wisconsin says 


"proponents of the categorical, specialized, 
federal" grant have had their day in court 
(afid)~~they have lost their case after a 
lengthy and fair hearing." 


Laird has been plugging away for the 


idea of a federal sharing of taxes with the 
states since 1958, and the idea is gaining 
support no longer limited to those in the 
Republican Party. His conclusion that 
enough evidence is now in hand to 
describe the present system of federal 
grants for specific purposes as a failure 
was voiced in his address last week to the 
opening session of the National Conference 
of State Legislative Leaders. 


The situation is simple enough to state. 


The states and local governments have 
most of the social proMems, but the 
federal government has most of the 
money. The nation can go on with writing 
more and more laws for federal grants to 
states and local governments with federal 
rules for how, the money can be used or it 
can look for a better system to help the 
states and local governments. Under the 
existing system, of course, the federal 
rules and delaying red tape must apply for 
federal grants even though local conditions 
may differ. 


In Laird's view, the Senate subcommit- 


tee hearing this fall on the problems of 
cities should make it clear that the present 
system has not overcome urban problems. 
He noted that the Governor's Conference 
with state chief executives from both 
political parties has endorsed some form of 
a tax sharing plan. 


While it certainly is subject to periodic 


charges of unfairness in distribution, the 
Wisconsin system of state and local sharing 
of taxes, as Laird noted, can offer a model 
for the federal government. 


As an example, Laird proposed that a 


state like Wisconsin would receive five per 
cent of the federal taxes collected within 
its borders for use in the state with no 
strings attached and one per cent of such 
taxes for 
the 
specialized purpose of 


education. His plan would include an 
equalization formula which would assure 
poorer states a greater share because of 
needs. Such a plan also could include 
safeguards for meeting concerns over 
improper use in states with racial prob- 
lems. 


"It continues to be my strong belief 


and that of my party, that the key to 
solving the problems that- face our society 
lies as the framers of the Constitution 
knew so well in decentralization of power, 
in decentralization of authority, and in 
decentralization of solution finding," Laird 
said. 


The tax sharing proposals are gaining 


in support. Laird, chairman of the House 
Republican Conference and a member of 
the Republican Coordinating Committee, 
should continue work on a detailed plan. It 
may be swept aside in the next session of 
Congress. But the mood of the nation 
demonstrated in the congressional elec- 
tions this month indicates it could be a 
telling issue in the 1968 elections, which 
could lead to enactment of such a plan.

said, were supremely indiffer- 
ent to it. All they wanted to do 
was survive.

villages, and they couldn't see 
how burning their villages was 
going to bring them a better 
life. 


They regarded the confer- 


ence as purely political, a prop 
to support Premier Ky and his 
military cadre. Neither com- 
munism nor democracy, as 
ideologies, mean

to 


them, and they feel 
that 


r.eUber China nor the U.S. 
cares about their welfare, but 
are just using the country as a 
bloody chessboard for power 
politics. 


If the war continues much 


longer, they are convinced 
their country will be ruined, 
no matter which side "wins." 
And they have no more faith 
in their own political leaders 
than they have in ours or 
China's. 


This correspondent's 
cool 


and candid report reminded 
me of an Associated Press 
dispatch from Saigon I clipped 
out of the paper this summer. 
It ran: 


"North Viet Nam's order for 


partial mobilization and • 


stepped up war in South Viet 
Nam brought shrugs in Saigon 
today. 'Today is Sunday, the 
people go to the movies,' said 
a young Vietnamese, who had 
succeeded in obtaining a dis- 
charge from the army. 


"Premier Nguyen Cao Ky 


was sailing off a scenic island 
in the South China Sea. Many 
of his generals were either 
gambling, visiting friends, or 
basking in the sun near 
swimming pools." 


What kind of war is this. In 


which we are "saving" a 
people who show no desire to 
be saved, "protecting" a coun- 
try by burning its villages and 
destroying its crops, promot- 
ing "democracy" fay support- 
ing militarists and opportu- 
nists, and "defending law and 
order" 
by violating three 


treaties and the U.S. Constitu- 
tion? 


If we feel we must fight, if

Atomic Desalinization 
Plant Could Provide 
Clean Water Cheaply 


Proposed Southern California 
Plant Would Cost $444 Million 


By ROBERT COOKE 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Ever- 


thirsty Southern California is 
nurturing atomic plans these 
days for using the sea to water 
the land. 


The plans, hatched by the 


giant Metropolitan Water Dis- 
trict — two federal agencies, 
and three electric utility firms, 
envision building the world's 
largest plant for making seawa- 
ter drinkable — at a cost of $444 
million. 


"But the Water," a district 


spokesman explained, "would 
only cost about 27 cents per 1,- 
000 gallons, and the plant would 
produce 150 million gallons of 


fresh water a day eventually — 
enough to supply a good - size 
city." 


That compares, he said, with 


other 
seawater 
conversion 


plants that supply pure water 
for about $1 per 1,000 gallons. 
Cheaper yet, of course, at about 
10 cents per 1,000 gallons, is the 
water delivered to Southern Cali- 
fornia by the district's Colorado 
River aqueduct. But the river 
cannot supply enough water to 
meet future needs. 


Atomic Power 


How, then, can they hope to 


desalt seawater so cheaply? The 


key is in size and power — cut plans, will be pumped 22 
atomic power,. 
' 
miles inland to Yorba Linda, 
"This plant will prove the eco- 


nomics of seawater conver- 
sion,"-said Frank C. Di'Luzio, 
assistant secretary of the interi- 
or. "The cost of energy, atomic 
energy, will be pulled down be- 
cause of the plant's size." 


DiLuzio's agency, specifically 


the Office of Saline Water, and 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
are the federal bodies involved. 


Tne utility firms participating 


— Southern California Edison 
Co., the San Diego Gas & Elec- 
tric Co., and the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Pow- 
er — will finance and build two 
huge, nuclear-fueled steam gen- 
erators. 


Share Cost 


A third generator, to be built 


and operated by the water dis- 
trict, will supply the steam for 
water conversion. The' district, 
and the electric agencies, will 
share the cost of nuclear fuel. 
Power output from the com- 
lex, officials said, will be 1,800 
megawatts — more electric 


where the water district already 
has its big Robert B. Diemer 
filtration plant processing Colo- 
rado River water. 


There, according to proposals,

a top priority, much publicized 
breakthrough program to beat 
the Viet Cong. 


Mr. Johnson insisted on a 


major statement from Prime 
Minister Nguyen Cap Ky that 
his government was making 
"reconciliation" the heart of its 
non - military program to deal 
with the enemy. 


At Manfla, the heat was 


politely but heavily applied to 
Ky. Ky resisted. To him, 
"reconciliation'' involved one of 
the most sensitive 
political 


questions that face his govern- 
ment. For example, if high-level 
Viet Cong functionaries could be 
enticed over to the government 
side and be given jobs compara- 
ble to then- positions in the V-C 
political or military organiza- 
tion, how would the military 
group that runs the government 
react? 


Ky privately remarked to one 


U.S. 
official 
here: "If 
the 


Communists captured me, they 
would torture and kill me. Now 
you want me to take them in 
and make them my allies." 


Ky is not a foolish man and 


he understands 
the 
hopeful 


aspects of "reconciliation." 


While the White House cranks 


out impossible claims for "rec- 
onciliation" 
as 
a panacea, 


political backcurrents will at 
once be set up within his 
government, 
imperilling 
the 


plan. 


Ky Resistero At Manila 


At Manila, then, Ky resisted 


the importunings of the White 
House to make a major state- 
ment on "reconciliation." The 
pressure, however, simply in- 
tensified and Ky finally agreed 
to include the U.S. phrase 
"national reconciliation" in his 
government's policy statement 
at Manila. It was understood 
that he would make a major 
speech 
on reconciliation 
in 


Saigon on or about Nov. 1 to 
dramatize the new program. 


But what has happened? Ky 


hasn't mentioned reconciliation 
since Manila. American officials 
now all but rule out the hoped- 
for speech until January, just 
before the Tet holiday season 
begins. Even that is not certain. 
• The White House was advised 
.from here not to put premature 
rpressure on the Ky government 
•'at Manila over the reconcilia- 
tion program. But as so often in 
'the past. President Johnson 
seized the cautious Embassy 
plan for gradual acceleration of 
the 
"open arms" program, 


attached the sparing label "na- 
tional reconciliation" and gave 
it the all-out LBJ treatment at 
Manila.
